Carrie Chapman Calf, President of 
tiie National American W om an’s Suf- 
j frage Association, in her address be- 
j fore the annual convention of the 
Association here today pictured the 
, suffrage m ovem ent as having reached 
a crisis which m eans th a t ‘‘The Wo- 
! m en’s Hour H as S truck!” Earnestly, 
| she exhorted the women not to lose 
heart but to recognize the present op­ 
portunity which “ if seized with vig­ 
or, enthusiasm and will, m eans the 
final victory of our great cause in 
the very near future.” 
She said, in part: 
“The great war will bring untold 
changes in its wake; it presages a 
total change in the status of women. 
In Europe, from the Polar Circle to 
the Aegean Sea women have risen 
and taken the places made vacant by 
men, and in so doing 
they 
have 
grown in self-respect and in the es­ 
teem of their respective nations. In­ 
deed, Europe is realizing as it never 
did before, th a t women are holding 
together the civiliation for which the 
men are fighting. 
A great search­ 
light has been thrown upon the bus­ 
iness of nation-buiiding and it has 
been dem onstrated in every Euro­ 
pean land th a t it is a partnership 
with equal b u t d ifferen t responsibil­ 
ities resting upon the two partners. 
“The war will soon end and the 
armies will return to their native 
lands. 
To m any a family, the men 
will never come back. 
The husband 
who returns to many a wife will eat 
no bread the rest of his life save 
of her earning. 
Equal Pow er for Equal Work 
“W hat then will happen after the 
war 
Will the widows left with 
families to support cheerfully leave 
their well-paid posts for those com­ 
manding lower wages? 
Not without 
protest! 
The economic axiom, de­ 
nied and evaded for centuries will 
be emblazoned on 
every 
factory, 
counting house and shop; ‘Equal pay 
for equal w ork’; and common jus­ 
tice will slowly but surely enforce 
that law. 
The European woman has 
risen. 
She may not realize it yet 
but the woman ‘door-mat’ in every 
tland has unconsciously 'become; a

She will have become 
accustomed to her new dignity by 
the time the men come home.

will wonder how she ever could hav< 
been content lying across the thresh 
hold now th a t she discovers the up 
right jamb gives so much broader 
and more normal a vision of things 
“In Great Britain, which was the 
storm center of the suffrage move­ 
ment for some years before the war 
hundreds of bitter, active opponents 
have confessed their conversion to 
woman suffrage on account of the 
war services of women. 
Already 
three great provinces of 
Canada 
Manitoba, A lberta and Saska.chewan 
have given universal suffrage to their 
women in sheer generous apprecia 
lion of their war work. 
Even Mr. 
Asquith, vflorld [renowned (for his 
Immovable opposition to the Parlia­ 
mentary guffiage for British women, 
has given evidence of a change of 
view. 
Some m onths ago, 
he an

“ Shall we play the coward then, 
and leave the hard knocks for our 
daughters or shall we throw our­ 
selves into the fray, bare our own 
shoulders to the blows and thus be­ 
qu eath to them a politically liber­ 
ate d womanhood?

is like a great Niagara with a vast 
volum e of w ater tumbling over its 
ledge but turning no wheel. 
Our 
organized m achinery is set for the 
propagandistic stage and not for the 
seizure of victory. 
Our supporters 
are spreading tilt' argument for our 
cause; they feel no sense of respon­ 
sibility for the realiation of 
our 
hopes. 
Our movement lacks cohe­ 
sion, organization, unity and conse­ 
q u e n t momentum. 
“ Behind us, in front of us, every­ 
w h ere about us are suffragists 
mil­ 
lions of them, but inactive and silent. 
W ere n|ver ano th er convert made, 
th e re are suffragists enough in this 
country, if combined to make so ir- 
resistable driving force that victory 
m ig h t be seized at once. 
“ How can it be done? 
By a sim ­ 
ple change of mental attitude. 
If 
you are to seize victory, that change 
m u st take place in this hall, here 
an d now! 
The old belief, which has 
sustained suffragists in 
many 
an 
h o u r of discouragement woman su f­ 
frag e is bound to come,’ m ust give 
w ay to the new, 'The Woman’s Hour 
H as Struck.’ 
T h a t slogan sets the 
pac« of a crusade which will have its 
i way. 
It says ‘Awake, arise, my sis­ 
ters, let your h earts be filled with 
joy— the time of victory is here. O n­ 
w ard march.* 
Organization Necessary 
“ Give heed at once to the org an­ 
ization of the reserves; and then to 
th e work that they shall do. O rg a n ­ 
ize in every Assembly District and 
every voting precinct. 
It is the only 
w ay to make o ur appeal invincible. 
Swell the army, then set it upon the 
tra il of every legislator and congress­ 
m an for they alone hold the key to 
o u r political emancipation. 
Compel 
this army of lawmakers to see wo­ 
m a n suffrage, to think woman suf­ 
frage, to talk woman suffrage every 
m inu te of every day until they heed 
ou r plea. 
“ All this is m ere preparedness for 
th e final drive to victory. 
The next 
question is: w hat shall be our aim . 
To my mind, the insistence of the en- 
interests, and charged there had been 
land by Federal amendment, is the 
only self-respecting course to pur­ 
su e .” 
In explaining her reasons for this 
stan d, Mrs. ('a tt reviewed the fight 
for suffrage in many states and the 
obstacles it had m et from the liquor 
intersets, and charged there had been 
widespread resort to illegal practices 
to defeat suffrage, whereas in a m a­ 
jority of the states of the union — 
in 25 of them— there was no provis­ 
ion made by law for any form of 
contest or recount on a referendum. 
Political corrupters may, in these 
states, bribe voters, colonize voters, 
an d repeat them to their hearts con­ 
te n t and redress of any kind is prac­ 
tically impossible.’
